The Field and Stream completed its first volume August 8, and 
in order to " avoid even the appearance of evil,” changed its title 
bead in such a marked manner that, “ the wayfaring man, though a 
fool, should not err" in distinguishing it from its envious New York 
neighbor, the Forest and Stream, and commenced its second volume 
M a weekly chrouicle of the gentlemanly sports of the time, upon a 
broader and more solid basis than ever before. 

We have refrained until now from noticing those boyish jealousies 
of our otherwise worthy contemporary, and trust that witli increas¬ 
ing age and stability he will outgrow this unpleasant peculiarity. 
Age can afford to be courteous even to an honorable rival. At pres¬ 
ent the Forest and Stream can not. 


THE IRISH RIFLEMEN. 

The Irish riilemen have arrived safely in New York, and as our 
American amateurs have been practicing assiduously to meet them 
the match promises to be one of great interest and value. The Irish 
team were brilliantly successful at Wimbledon, notwithstanding tlie 
unfavorable fact that the use of the rifle in Ireland is discouraged 
by the strict laws, and that the gentlemen alone have the free use of 
arms. When the laws thus interfere with any pursuit the influence 
IS necessarily against the full development of skill, hut these Irish 
gentlemen have nobly vindicated their country by their victories 
over the Enghsh. Some of the best marksmen at Wimbledon will 
be present at Creedmoore, and it will take steady nerve and true eye 
on the part of our American champions to beat them. One thing 
is sure, that whether our Irish visitors hit the bull’s eye or not, they 
cannot miss a warm, hearty and enthusiastic reception from the 
American public. The target of hospitality is too big for any of 
them to miss. 


in It has long been a well-known fact that no matter how honestly 
a and respectably our public shooting matches may be carried on 
there is a large cl.^ss of our best and most inflnential citizens who’ 
w perhaps from a too strict idea as to what is meant by tlie word' 
d respectability,” and a too great submission to the opinion of their 
r- friends and business acquaintances, wlio don’t believe In shooting 
for pleasure at all, positively refuse to be present or take any active 
re part in what are generally known as public sliooting matches. This 
feeling is undoubtedly wrong ami decidedly illogical. It is agreed 
by these gentlemen—many of whom are earnest and devoted admir¬ 
ers of the trigger—that they will not piitronize public shooting 
matches because frequenlly the abuses of betting and gambling and 
the trickery of some rascally professionals creep in. But, shall we 
- kill a man because he violates some one of the cardival virtues, or 
t shall we try to reform hira’f Every sensible and ju.st man will say 
do the latter. It is so with the question as to whether we shall 
abolish public sliooting matches altogether, or endeavor to reform 
them that beat of all ways for the reformation of such evils— 
catheri'ngurofind them the best elements of the community, and in- 
y duciiig respecbable, honest, and conscientious men to give that tone 
g of respectability to tlie public shooting match which their presence 
will undoubtedly insure. At the same time, however, let uscontinue 
g to support liberally what are called private matches; for no matter 
^ liow respectably our public shooting matches may be carried on 
j many of our best “shots” will steadily refuse to do more at public 
^ matches than act as spectators. In order that we may keep up that 
^ healthy spirit of out-door exercise which is equally invaluable to the 
_ moral and physical welfare of the community, encouragement 
hearty and liberal, should be given to those gentlemen in the out- 
^ skirts of our city who, at a very heavy expence, and with but little 
^ proht to themselves, keep up establishments for the accommodation 
of private sportsmen. It is hardly possible to ovei rate tbfgood in- 
nuences of these pl.aces. As a general rule, the persons present are 
friends, or at leastaciiuaintances, and theoccasion becomes not mere¬ 
ly a shooting match, but a pleasant social gathering, which combines 
the liealth of action with the pleasures of conversation and mutual 
enjoyment. 'That the benefit secured to the physic.al well-being of 
man by this kind of exercise, which not only gives action but also 
pleasure in the performance of the action, is far more beneficial and 
invigorating to the system, has been almost universally acknowl- 
edged by the most emipent of modern physiologists, on the ground 
that indulging in leisure hours in pure gymnastics is simply going 
to a second tread-mill after departing from the regular business 
tread-mill. In the one there is no animus or stimulant; in theother 
there is abundance of both. The heavy gymnast convents himself 
intoa machine. The pleasure gymnast enjoys and delights in his 
exercise, like the eagle which circles aloft until it is lost in the 
ethereal blue of heaven. 

A UTUMN AMUSEMENTS. 

In a recent article on open air life, the New York Times makes tlie 
excellent suggestion that during the pleasant weather of the autumn 
the young people of large cities who arrange “ sociables" in Ihe win¬ 
ter should adopt some systematic plan of out-door exercise. Un¬ 
doubtedly, as a general rule, more active exercise id the air and sun¬ 
shine would be an excellent thing for most people. If it did nothing 
else, it would enlarge their range of sensations, and teach them 
something of tlie great number of plea.sure3 which cost little mouey 
and require uo stimulus to give them zest. This would be especially 
true of the young meu and young women In large cities like Chicago, 
to whom life is nearly always In danger of becoming artificial, and 
who alternate between over-excitement, and undue lassitude. In 
most cases some systematic plan can be tried, and if successful be 
adopted, that will secure compauionship, and by imposiug some 
mutual obligation on those who take part in It, make it easier to be 
punctual and faithful. Of this sort, are parties for riding, walking, 
ball-playing, boating and for croquet. Our parks afford excellent 
opportunities to carry out arrangements of this kind. If we can bit 
upon even a single happy expedient that wUl take us a few hours of 
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every week for the next month Into the open air, and give ua genuine 
healthy exerciae, a aenae of the real value of the thing will be ac 
qulred that will not easily be lost. *

HOWTO SHOOT. 


To shoot successfully is an art which may be acquired by practice, 
and can be learned only in the school of experience. No genera) 
directions wiil make you ii good shot any more than a proflcient in 
music or painting. To tell you that in order to hit a bird you must 
point the gun at it and press the trigger, is like saying that to piay 
on the fiddle you must shove the bow across the strings with one 
hand, whlie you finger them with the other; in either case the result 
is the same,— a noise— rox ct proetera nihil — but neither music nor 
game. Nor is it possible for every one to become an artist in gun 
uery; a “ crack shot,” like a poet, is bom, not made. For myself, I 
make no pretensions to genius in that direction ; for, although I gen¬ 
erally make fair bags, and have destroyed many thousand birds in 
my time, this is ratherowiiig to some familiarity I have gained with 
the habits of birds, and a certain knack, acquired by long practice, of 
picking them out of trees and bushes, than to skillful shooting from 
the sportsman’s standpoint; in fact, if I cut down two or three birds 
on the wing without a miss I am Working .qpitb up to my average 
in that line. But any one not a purblind *' butter fingers’^’ can be¬ 
come a reasonably fair shot by practice, and do 'good collecting. It 
is not so hard, after all, to sight a gun correctly on an immovable 
object, and collecting differs from spurting proper in this — that com¬ 
paratively few birds are shot on the wing. But I do not mean to im¬ 
ply that it requires less skill to collect successfully than to secure 
game ; on the contrary, it is finer shooting, I think, to drop a wa/bler 
skipping about a tree-top than to stop a quail at full speed; while hit¬ 
ting a sparrow that springs from the grass at ones feet, to flicker in 
sight a few seconds and disapiiear, is the most difficult of all shooting. 
Besides, a crack shot, ns understood, aims unconsciously, with me¬ 
chanical accuracy and certitude of bittiug; he simply wills, and the 
trained muscles obey w'itbout his superintendence, just as the fingers 
form letters with the pen in writing; whereas, the collector must 
usually supervise his muscles all through the act and see that they 
mind. In spite of the proportion of such shots of all sorts you will 
have to take, your collecting shots, as a rule, are made with deliber¬ 
ate aim. There is much the same difference, on the whole, between 
the sportsman’s work and the collector’s, that there is’between shot¬ 
gun and rifle practice, collecting being comparable to the latter. It 
is generally understood that the acme of skill with the two weapons 
is an incompatibility; and, certainly, the best shot is not always the 
best collector, even supposing the two to be on a par in their knowl¬ 
edge of birds' haunts and habite. Still, a hopelessly poor shot can 
only attain fair results by extraordinary diligence and perseverance. 
Certain principles of shooting may perhaps be re<luced to words: 
Aim deliberately, directly at an immovable object at fair range. Hold 
over a motionless object when far off, as the trajectory of the shot 
curves downward. Hold a little to one side of the stationary object 
when very near, preferring rather to take the chances of missing it 
with the peripheral pellets than of hopelessly mutilating it with the 
main body of the charge. Fire at the first fair aim, without trying 
to improve what is good enough already. Never “pull ” the trigger 
but press it. Bear the shock Of discharge without flinching. In 
shooting on the wing, fire the instant the butt of the gun tape your 
shoulder: you will miss at first, but by and by the birds wUl begin to 
drop, and you will have laid the foundation of good shooting—the 
knack of “ covering ’’ a bird unconsciously. The habit of “ poking ” 
after a bird on the wing is an almost incurable vice, and may keep 
you a poor shot all your life. Aim ahead of a flying bird. The cal¬ 
culation to be made varies, according to the distance of the object, its 
velocity, its course, and the wind, from a few Inches to several feet; 
practice will finally render it intuitive.- Cbue’s FMd Ornithology. 


THE COMING HORSE. 

A RATHER TALI.. STORY WHICH COMES FROM NEW YORK. 

The correspondent of The Boston Journal tells the following: The 
proposed trot In Boston between celebrated stallions is the theme 
of general talk in New York.

the Chicago and Alton railroad cross it. Besides the larger lakes, 
there are numerous mallard ponds on the eastern side of the railroad. 
When the ducks are " in," you can have all the shooting you want, 
and stand on dry ground. This is the best place for ducks and snipe 
I have ever found. In the fall and spring pinnated grouse are found 
in the morning and evening; also quail on the high lands. Good 
camping-ground will be found just across Tow-Head Bridge, to the 
left, going down, within a few yards of the railroad, with plenty of 
wood and water, and good shooting from camp. Trains will stop at 
this point and let parties off, and take them up. The train that 
leaves Chicago at 0 r. ji. reaches this place at 0 A. m.

SPORTINO NOTES FROM MADISON, WIS. 


To THE Editor of The Field Madison, Wis., “the Lake City,” 
has many attractions for the sportsman, the greatest of these being its 
fishing, which is unexceptlonally good, nearly every kind of fish be¬ 
ing found in the lakes which surround the city. The fishing was 
naturally fine, and by the care which has been taken to improve it, 
it has been rendered almost perfect. The waters are literally alive 
with black bass, white bass, yellow buss, silver bass, perch, white- 
fish, pike, catfish, and pickerel,—quite an array to gladden a Wal- 
tonian’s heart,—and several trout were caught this year. The au¬ 
thorities have been trying to introduce them for a year or two past, 
and with quite good success, those caught this summer being the 
first. So it looks as^ if we were to have trout-fishing added U) our 
list in a short time. 

The fall Shooting around Madison is very good indeed, the ducks 
and snipe usually being very abundant, while quite a goodly num¬ 
ber of geese generally find their way to the lakes. The ducks are al- 
rea<^ beginning to appear, and in a week or so we expect to have 
good shooting. The pinnated grouse or “chickens’’ are not very 
plenty in the immediate vicinity of Madison, but from eight to 
twentyimiles away they are found in considerable numbers.

AN ENORMOUS SNAKE.

HOW TO GLEAN THE GUN. 


Frank Forester tells us that the residuum of the gunpowder ex¬ 
ploded, and of the igniting substance of the copper caps, has the 
effect of producing the worst sort of oxidation of the metal of the 
barrels, In a greater or less degree, according to the humidity of the 
atmosphere, and that the purest barrels are rusted the most easily, 
and suffer the most detriment by rusting. Therefore, says he, no 
one who owns a fine gun, or any gun which he values, ought ever 
to put it aside after using, without cleaning, even if he has fired but 
a single shot. Watts, in the following lines, insists upon the same 
course: 

“ If fired only ouce a day, 

* Twore wrong to put your piece away 

Unwashed, because you’ll always find 
Some filth egrroalve left behind. 

As soon as you from sport return^ 

(The following words let each one learn, 

Seeing them all In order doneV— 

Feed dog—feed self—and clean your guu!” 

Herbert (Frank Forester) directs us to wash out the barrels with 
cold water, using a good stout hickory rod and some fine tow wrap¬ 
ped round the brass jag that screws into it. This is to be worked up 
and down in the barrels until the water passes through perfectly 
pure, and the tow comes out quite clean. The barrels are then to be 
filled with boiling hot water. Inverted so as to bring the muzzles 
down, and let the water all drain out; and after standing five minutes 
^ a warm fire, thoroughly dried by hard friction with fresh dry tow. 
The interior of the barrels are then to be oiled with a very little oil; 
the nipples and their seats, as well as the faces of the strikers, are to 
be cleaned, oiled, and wiped dry.

There is no doubt tiiat the closing of the State and County fairs bos 
had a beneficial effect upon the Chicago show, many of the spectators 
of its beauties during the week showing by their conversation that 
they bad attended the former shows, which they considered as mere 
nonentities, compared to the latter. 

The greatest improvement made lately In the show has been the 
increased number of exhibitors in the galleries. There is no reason, 
now that the free water-elevator is running, and lifting its thousands 
daily up to the galleries, why they should not be considered as favor¬ 
able exhibition space as any part of the building.

Such a dog, unless very valuable, is not 
worth spending the time and trouble to try and reclaim, as possibly 
after all your trouble you will not succeed, and a load of shot be¬ 
hind the jaw, in an upward direction, will cure him without any 
trouble, and without a kick. This is the best way to kill a dosr, 
death being instantaneous, not even a muscle moving, and if we 
have to kill a dog, let us do it without any suffering. Drowningtmd 
hanging are, in our opinion, barbarous, except drowning in a whole¬ 
sale way as in Xew York. Mats reoenom a 7»os moutons, If you are 
willing to try it, we will endeavor to show the way to accomplish it. 
Mark down some game, and after some time, when the birds have 
begun to move about, take your dog out to where they .are. In the 
meantime you should have had a collar made as described by Capt. 
Hutchinson, taking care that the nails are shorter for a pointer th.cn 
a setter, in fact according to the coat of the dog. With a check-cord 
on the collar, and the collar on your dog, keeping him to heel, or at 
any rale close to you, watch for signs of his winding, and the mo¬ 
ment he points get hold of the check-cord, allowing him four or five 
feet of slack; don't say a word, good or bad; the moment he jumps in 
to Hush, pull him with a jerk head over heels, at the same time 
dropping the cord and halloaing “Drop;" then take him by the collar 
and thrasli liira soundly, no child's play,—but a good wholesome 
licking, till your arms ache; remember it is really kindness, for if 
you can bre:ik him of Hushing you save his life; then take him home. 
Repe:it next day; should he not Hush, kill the bird to him, give him 
something, say " Good dog,” and p:it him, but be on your guard every 
time, and never let him go out of reiich of your hand. After a few 
times he may quit it. Wlien you have got him :is you think cured, 
on his next point, take a steel pin, fasten the cord to it, and drive it 
into the ground; then leave him and walk away from him and 
round him, Uie same as was recommended for a young dog. Should 
be behave \^ll,then you can let him range a little, but always with 
the collar and cord on him. Should he still behave well, you may 
congratulate yourself on having achieved a dilVicult task, and finaly 
you can give him his freedom once more, but watch him c.arefully 
as a relapse in an old dog is very prob;ible; in a young one next to 
impossible after once getting thoroughly stanch.

Mr. H. told me the day before yesterday, that he ex¬ 
pected to win with Rake, but now says he cannot, as he does not 
expect Rake back until November, having sent him North this sum¬ 
mer for his health. I suppose he is no: as sanguine as he was some 
time ago. At any rate, whoever wins the trial, can safely say it was 
no easy task, and that he has one of the best dogs (if not t?ie beat) in 
the country. 

Private challenges are very good, but a public field trial is the 
place to prove who ha.s the best dog, and we expect to see the best 
dog in America win, outside challepges, notwithstanding.

Of course 
the owner will handle his own dog, or deputize any person to do so 
that suits him. 


Not a gun or dog will be allowed on the selected grounds i>rior to the 
opening hour of the Field Trial under any circumstances whatever, 
as we may judge by the proclamation issued and published In the 
daily papers, by R. W. Lightbume, President of the Association. 
This can be relied upon, as the committee are gentlemen of the 
highest tone, and, under no consideration, would they permit the 
edict of the President of the Association to be viola^. Their 
whole aim and wish is to find out who has the best dog or dogs in 
America, as is done in England. From all indications they will be 
successful. 

There are some good dogs in and around Memphis; but in face of 
some of the cracks entered, they will have a hard struggle. We are 
assured that the judges in the Field Trials and Bench Show, will be 
not only thorough sportsmen, but men who have made the canine 
race a study for years, and know “ what’s what” when they see a 
dog in the field or on the bench. 

The interest manifested by our brother sportsmen in the neigh¬ 
borhood and surrounding states in the coming Exhibition and Tour¬ 
nament is more than gratifying. Every circular has been responded 
to, by," Yes: we will come! ” Success is stamped upon the broad 
brow of the enterprise. 

Though last, not least by any means, allow me to congratulate The 
Field on its increased beauty and value. The sportsmen of this 
section all agree that it is the sporting paper for all interested.

KEJI.iRKS oy THE nilOEEER COyTROVEItHT. 

Jacksonville, III., Sept. 23,1874. 

To THE Editor of The Field:— In common with your Kennel 
Editor, Mr. Horsfall, and, I suppose, many others, I have watched 
the controversy in that well-regulated Eastern sheet. The American 
Sportsman, from the first tossing by Boone of Iowa of the heretical 
hand-grenade, which called down upon his devoted ^ad the terrors 
of the weapons of the “ Blue-bloods," on through the charge of Guido 
to the rescue I and all that follows concerning the qualities of the off¬ 
spring of Setter and Pointer, commonly termed Dropper. 

Quotations from Forester, Stonehenge and others have been 
thrown back and forth wjth great freedom and rapidity, until a spec 
tator would be led to think these different authors could be brought 
to support any side of any theory with little trouble and less com¬ 
punction for Inconsistency. 

The terms " mule" “ cur,” and “ mongrel," have been quite freely 
used by those who agree with the late Frank Forrester in sending 
the Dropper into the horse-pond (not to retrieve anything, let us 
remark, but to 6e retrieved whefa it became absolutely necessary, and 
deposited beneath some feet of earth) in characterizing the canines 
so strongly recommended by Boone and Guido. “ Strong term%,these;' 
we are naturally led to remark. Yes, and meant by those who used 
them to develop all their force. But it strikes some of us spectators, 
that, did the writers pause a moment to consider, they would gnash 
their teeth to think how little force such terms can have. Let us 
see. 

Take up the word “ mule”—offspring of the horse and ass. What 
results? A hybrid, incapable of reproduction, bearing, so far as any 
experience of which we have heard, a close resemblance to neither 
parent. Does this description apply to the Dropper? 

Take the word “ cur.” Sportsmen mean by that, canines who bear 
in their veins no pure blood, or but little, of setters or pointers. 
Does this describe Guido’s or Boone’s ideal Dropper? On the con¬ 
trary, did they not stipulate that sire and dam should both be pure? 
AVhence comes the cur in such a case? 

But there is a forceful word left,—"mongrel,” and to that you 
must cry “ Yield." Well, who must ^th a good grace fling this 
wordatthfe Dropper? Can the Setter? Surely he of the silky hair 
and feather fine, having a pedlgee reaching back for-years and 
years till it comes to—comes to—to—yes, that’s it, speak it out, a 
shepherd's collie and o sponfel,—and the accuser takes a back seat, for 
“ mongrel" is stamped on bis magnificent line from the start. 

There stand, then, no reasons for such characterizations, save a 
desire to be a conservative and follow the authority of names like 
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Forester’s. But does not Herbert’s forte He in making bis expres¬ 
sions almost Oriental 'i We are earnestly besought not to try over 
the experiments conducted in England, or elsewhere, only to arrive 
at the same results at last, but take from the English the ripe results 
of their experience and fol]^w in the track they Indicate. Well, 
perhaps, and perhaps not. There are many items to affect the re¬ 
sult, and we may not reach the same. 

Says your Mr. Horsfall,on page 288 of the kielp, " We inviiriably 
find the cross to present all the characteristics in full, of one breed 
or the other.’’ I cannot take this to mean anything else tlian the 
characteristics of one breed to the exthisinn of the otlier. If this be I 
tlie correct understanding of it, it is a very sweeping assertion, .and ^ 
one to which I know many sportsmen can bring rebutting testimony 
of stubborn facta. ^ 

Again, if this rule is to hold in one line, wliy not in another’i* If 
the highest autliority is right, and tbeSetter originated from a collie 
and a spaniel, why did not, and why do not. the Setter bitclies throw 
spaniels and collies? We are told at one time that a distinct breed 
?/)a,vmade by crossing: now we are told (page 288, The Field) th.at 
by cro.ssing two breeds we cannot produce a breed distinct in itself. 
There seems to me to be an inconsistency here, and I should be thank¬ 
ful for its explanation.
